G.S.R. 778(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the Central Excise Act, 1944 
(1 of 1944), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Central Excise 
Rules, 1944, namely :— 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Excise (Nineteenth Amendment) Rules, 1999.

(2) They shall come in to force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Excise Rules, 1944 ( herein after referred to as the rules), 
for rule 218, the following rule shall be substituted, namely .- 

“218. Form of application to the High Court.- (1) An application under sub- section (1) of section 
35H requiring the High Court to direct the Appellate Tribunal to refer to the High Court any question of 
law shall be made in Form No.E.A-6 and such application shall be filed in quadruplicate.. 

(2) A memorandum of cross-objections under sub-section (3) of section 35H to the High Court shall be 
made in Form No. E.A.-7 and such memorandum shall be filed in quadruplicate. 

(3) Where an application under sub-scction (1) of section 35H or a memorandum of cross-objections under 
sub-section (3) of that section is made by any person other than the Commissioner of Central Excise, the 
application, the memorandum or form of verification ,as the case may be, contained in From No. E.A,- 6 or 
Form No. E A- 7 shall be signed by the person specified in sub-rule (2) of rule 213,“
